The Quad-Cities' far-reaching, impact is illus¬ 
trated clearly by two instances in the news this 
week. With a Granite City dateline, Station WGK 
is daily providing marine radio-telephone service 
to vessels as far away as the Gulf of Mexico, Pitts¬ 
burgh and St. Paul. And the Royal Crown ColaCo. 
plant here is beginnning to supply gallon bottles of 
flavor concentrate to two-thirds of the nation—the 
entire midwest and west.
